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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claims add a method step of comparing to a reference standard comprising an aquatic source of a known 
contaminant concentration. This step appears to introduce New Matter as such a method step is not taught in the specification. 
Furthermore, the step is not enabled because the term "reference standard" is not defined. While one of skill in the art would be capable 
of determining appropriate and acceptable comparison controls for the claimed method, the claim encompasses inappropriate control 
steps that do not account for variability and differences in responsivity in individual fish. Without guidance in the specification, the step as 
written is so broad that the skilled artisan would not know how to carry it out to attain the desired outcome. As set forth in the office action 
dated 05/26/2005, the appropriate control need consist of making a known standard curve for each individual fish to control for variability 
iin expression and responsivity between fish. However, such a control does not appear to be taught by the specification. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claim amendments are not entered and 
therefore the rejections of record are maintained as set forth in the office action dated 05/26/2005 with the exception that Applicant's 
arguments have overcome the aspect of the rejection under 35 USC 1 12, 1st paragraph, relating to stable transgenic fish. Claims 
encompass, and are meant to encompass chimeric fish. However, the other aspects of the rejection concerning the claimed methods are 
maintained. 
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
